Z County Treasurer John C. Black 
lidge lias received a letter from State 
A nditor David E. Sherrick, instruct­ 
ing him th at the law regarding the 
tim e for p aying taxes is to be strictly 
enforced hereafter. 
In his letter the 
State A uditor says that it has been 
the custom of many county treaurers 
to accep t taxes several days after the 
lim it has exp ired, collecting no p enalty 
for non p aym ent w ithin the tim e p re­ 
scribed by law. 
This is to be stop p ed. 
County Treasurer Blacklidge does 
not deny th at this has been the cus­ 
tom in Rush county. 
He haH done 
this and so has every county treasurer 
ahoad o7 him and he is not at all 
p leased w ith the notice from the State 
A uditor th at the law m ust be enforc­ 
ed, bnt the way it is p ut up Jto him 
now he w ill have to enforce the lim it 
or p ay the p enalty from his p ersonal 
funds. 
The letter of the State A nditor fol­ 
lows : 
A p ril lath, 19 05. 
To the County T reasurer: 
There is a custom on the p art of the 
county*troasurers in some counties of 
Indiana to continue to collect taxes 
after tbe first Monday in May and a f­ 
ter the first Monday in November, 
w ithout adding the p enalty p rovided

102. 
This custom is wrong, and after this 
date all county treasurers m ust close 
their dup licate« for the collection of 
the fisrt installm ent of taxes after the 
first Monday in Mav and for the col­ 
lection of the second installm ent after 
the first Monday in November and 
take no taxes thereafter w ithout add­ 
ing and at the same tim e collecting 
the p enalty as p rovided in the above 
dknied section. 
It is the intention 
of the 
State 
A nditor to have this section enforced; 
and 
any 
county treasurer, in the 
future, violating this law will 
be 
forced fp ersonally to p ay the j» enal- 
ties, which lie has failed to collect {is 
p rovided in said section. 
A fter the first Monday in May and 
after the first Monday in November of 
each year, the treasurer w ill, as soon 
as p ossible, turn over the dup licates 
to the county auditor, so as to enable 
him at once to p rep are his settlem ent 
sheet for use of the treasurer in ac­ 
counting to the State. 
The treasurers 
w ill all be required to make settle­ 
m ent w ith the State by the 15th of 
June and by the 31st of December of 
each year as p rovided by law.

As w ill be seen, the county treasurer 
is required to make settlem ent with 
the State treasurer by the 15th of June 
and 31st of December of each year. 
The follow ing is the law cited bv the 
A ttorney General 
which

State Treasurer authority to enforce 
the order laid down : 
‘At any tim e the Treasurer of State 
shall 
deem 
it 
necessary that any 
moneys in the treasury of any county, 
belonging^or due to the State, be i» aid 
into the treasury of the State, 
he 
shall so direct the treasurer of such 
county, and such treasurer shall forth ­ 
w ith transm it the same, under the di­ 
rection of the I Treasurer of State. 
Should any treasurer fail to comp ly 
w ith the p rovisions of this act w tihin 
ten days after the requisition made 
up on him, then suit shall be instituted 
up on the bond |of such treasurer so 
failing to comp ly, and ten p er cent, 
daniages’uixm the amount of money in 
his hands.(subject to such order, and 
all accruing costs thereon, shall be 
recovered of such co unty treasurer.”

Attorneys are of the ¡op inion that 
under t^ie anti-cigarette law it w ill l>o 
unlaw ful even to have a cigarette, 
cigarette p ap er or wrap p er in one’s 
p ossession, no m atter how it is obtain­ 
ed, or w hether it is to be smoked or 
not.

Vice President Fa irba nks Enjo y ing a 
Sea so n o f Quiet Leisure. 
Indianapolis, April 17 .—Vice Presi­ 
dent Fairbanks, who came home two 
weeks ago, is living more quietly than 
at any other Time since his first elec­ 
tion to the senate. 
He is enjoying 
his beautiful North Meridian street 
residence. 
Generally his trips to In­ 
dianapolis have been interrupted by 
an almost constant stream of job­ 
hunters, but having no patronage to 
dispose of, they are not molesting 
him. 
The vice president, however, is 
an inveterate worker, so time does 
not hang heavily on his hands. 
It 
has been the custom of his life to be 
up and dressed before 6 in ihe morn­ 
ing, and he is still a very early riser. 
He enjoys work, but the last year and 
a half have been unusually strenuous, 
so he has relaxed for the present. 
He 
is sticking closely to his home, but 
many party leaders and social friends 
are visiting him. 
So far there is no 
eyidence that he is paying the slight­

to W ashington shortly to preside over 
a congress of railway men, but be 
will not be away from here long.

business men with their eyes on the 
Chinese m arkets have, according to 
this dispatch, finally awakened to the 
growing political influence of Japan 
over China and the prospect of com­ 
plete indystrial domination in the fu­ 
ture. 
American hostility to Russia, 
the dispatch continues, is really not 
against Russian occupation of Man­ 
churia, but is due to the belief that 
it intended to monopolize the trade of 
this rich Chinese province. 
The dis­ 
patch says the existence of a secret 
Chino-Japan treaty is already hinted, 
and adds, “the danger the« tens Eu­ 
rope as well as America; and if Ro- 
jestvensky is beaten, all th« powers, 
under the leadership of America, may 
Join to make peace.” 
Editorializing on this dispatch the 
Novo Vremya says it is no longer the 
“Yellow 
Peril” 
which 
Europe 
and 
America are facing, and refers to the 
words of a French savant, who, when 
asked how long the war would last, 
replied, “Two hundred years. 
Europe 
does not seem to understand the hor­ 
rible truth.” 
The Novoe Vremya predicts that 
“The enigma of the future historian 
will be the indifference, even the hos­ 
tility of some European nations to­ 
ward 
the 
great 
struggle 
between 
Japan and Russia, which reads in­ 
evitably a conflict between Asia and 
Europe,” and quotes the words of the 
vice governor of Jerusalem on the 
awakening of the Arabs in Asiatic 
Turkey 
to 
show 
the 
deep 
seated 
hatred of Asia toward all Europeans 
and the eventual menace to Europe— 
not the Yellow, but the Asiatic peril.
